WASHINGTON.—The 
Army this week reported an 
overstrength of 14,487 NCO’s 
in 30 MOS’s and ruled out 
promotions for them during 
the current quarter. But it 
also announced a promotion 
quota of 54,278 for others in 
the period ending 31 March. 
The promotion quotas, including 
a previously announced 700 to the 
new E-8 supergrade, were more lib- 
eral than the last quarter when 
there were only about 32,000 spots 
open. 

Further, there were prospects 
that promotions in some MOS’s now 
frozen would open up before the 
end of the current fiscal year on 30 
June. 

Promotion quotas for the current 
quarter were set as folluws: 

To E-8— 700; to E-7 —@00; to 
E-6 — 1500; to E-5— 9173; and to 
E-4 — 43,205.

ROA Warns of ‘4-D' Warfare 


WASHINGTON.—Calls for 
continued armed forces Re- 
serve strength and an all-out 
effort to meet the threat of 
Soviet “fourth - dimensional 
warfare” were voiced by the 
Reserve Officers Association 
at its Nationa] Council meet- 
ing here last week. 

ROA’s Reserve Program commit- 
tee, headed by Army Reserve Lt. 
Col. Raymond Kempner, urged that 
the “total defense capability be 
kept constant,” regardless of cuts 
in the active forces, 

Warning that the U.S. must be 
ready to wage nuclear, convention- 
al or fourth-dimensional warfare 
as the world situation dictates, 
Kempner said an informed public 
will ‘“‘make the necessary sacrifices 
to insure the survival of our way 
of life.” 

A nation-wide effort to alert the 
American people to the dangers of 
world communism was one of the 
major efforts called for by Brig. 
Gen. Wendell Westover, USAR. 

Classifying the 4D warfare as 
economic penetration, political 
pressure, propaganda and capture 
of the mind, Westover said the 
Defense Department had agreed 
to set up a National War College 
course in the subject this summer. 

Creation of a speakers bureau 
and Defense programs to acquaint 
civilian and military leaders with 
the Communist threat were also 
urged by the ROA group.

The Army meted out discharges 
less than honorable to the 
soldiers because the Army 
they had “engaged in pre-i 
tion activities which caused the 
Army to deem them security risks,” 
On 3 March 1958, the Supreme 
Court reversed the Army and 
lower courts and held basically that 
consideration of pre-induction ac- 
tivities in determining less than 
honorable discharge was beyond 
the. statutory authority of the 
Army. 

Two days later, Secretary. of 
the Army Wilber ‘M. Brucker 
directed that they be given honor- 
able discharges, 

Under the revision, honorable 
discharges would be mandatory 
only if the military record of the 
man warranted it since he had been 
in services, 

While the action would seem to 
force the Army to give honorable 
discharges to some _ suspected 
security risks, it also offers some 
safeguard to men who enlist or are 
inducted after they break with the 
past and want to make good in 
the Army.

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Army Testing New 
A-Weapons Shelter 


WASHINGTON.—An underground shelter designed for 
‘protection against atomic weapons effects has been tested 
with conventional explosives under high explosive blast con- 
ditions, the Department of the Army announced last week. 





The corrugated metal structure 
is designed for use in overseas 
theaters of operations, 

Tests of a prototype at the Army 
Engineer Desert Test Station, 
Yuma, Ariz., indicated that the new 
shelter can withstand blast pres- 
sures up to 60 pounds per square 
inch (psi). An exterior , pressure 
loading of 30 psi was reduced to 
four-and-a-half psi inside the shel- 
ter. 

The primary purpose of-the test 
was to evaluate the entrance, blast 
arrestor, and ventilation designs. 

The manual-powered ventilation 
system was tested during the Yuma 
series. Forty volunteers spent 24 
hours in the shelter without inci- 
dent, 

” - . 

THE SHELTER is formed of 
heavy corrugated steel plates bolted 
together in the shape of a parabolic 
arch. The crown height of seven 
feet affords ample headroom. Sixty- 
eight feet long and 10 feet wide, 
the test unit was placed in an ex- 
cavation 11 feet deep and covered 
with four feet of soil. 

Entrance to the shelter is 
through two combined vertical and 
horizontal tubes, each three feet 
in in diameter and 30 feet in in overall

blast cover and door. At ground 
surface, rocks are placed around 
the tubes to a depth of five feet to 
form a blast arrestor.

CAS reached 174,000 feet with a 
payload of instrumentation. 

* * * 

A NEW TYPE launcher of in- 
genious design makes it possible to 
fire the ARCAS with a crew of only 
two men. The launcher resembles 
a mortar tube, 11 feet long, that 
can be swung 360 degrees in azi- 
muth and 20 degrees in elevation 
from the vertical. 

A breech at the base of the tube 
opens to permit easy loading of the 
ARCAS, Burning time of the low 
acceleration, slow burning solid 
fuel in ARCAS is 25 seconds as it 
reaches a velocity of 3400 feet per 
second. 

The instrument payloads in the 
tests averaged 12 pounds, repre- 
senting a very high rate of instru- 
mentation to the rocket weight of 
only 71 pounds, ARCAS will be 
developed to carry payloads of this 
weight and varying instrumenta- 
tion as high as 206,000 feet.

78th Inf. Div. (New Jersey); and 
the 98th Inf.

I am in a stew. So are 2917 other people. 


The great Younited States Army has just 
said that MOS 941 (cook) is still over 
strength, and that there'll be no more promo- 
tions to E-7, E-6 and E-5 during the current 
quarter for those serving succulent ham- 
burger on a shingle. (See Page 1 story). 


Overstrength of the hash-slingers was set 
at 2917—more than enough, according to the 
Army to spoil the promotion broth. 


If they want promotions and more dough 
(get it, boss), cooks will have to transfer to 
so-called “critical” MOS’s. 


But what cooks are going to jump out of 
the frying-pan into the fire? Only the smart 
cookies can pass the new intelligence tests. 
Presumably that will leave all the dumb 
cooks cooking for the Army. 


An Army travels on its stomach, But can 
it travel on food it can’t stomach that is 
cooked by dumb cooks?

(Of course, boss, there really isn’t a dumb 
cook left in the Army, because the Army says 
it has screened out all of its meatheads and

3ut if, as they sang in World War II,

For 
example, wheeled vehicle repairmen (the 
good old all-around automobile mechanic) 
won’t get any promotions, either.

Now what happens if the Cadillac or Im- 
perial of a four-star general breaks down be- 
cause an E-4 can’t make E-5, an E-5 can’t 
make E-6 or an E-6 make E-7? 

Or if all the trucks break down in a con- 
voy? Use airlift? 

How can cooks cook unless trucks bring 
dough to them? 

Of course, the Army is positively, ab- 
solutely right as an upside-down cake in try- 
ing to correct imbalances in MOS’s.- The 
Army’s new enlisted management program is 
designed to shake out noncoms and special- 
ists who have made themselves soft berths 
in the kitchen and “soldiered” on the job for 
years. 

3ut those who have “soldiered” in their 
own little empires behind the stove, eating 
their fill for years, are the least likely to try 
to shift to new MOS’s. 

That means the career shirker will be left 
to serve creamed hamburger on the shingle. 

Me, boss, I’m getting ulcers. 

So are 2917 other guys.

What's Due the Drattee?

One question which seems to have slip- 
ped the minds of our legislators who are 
concerned over the plight of the draftee 
is: Who is really obligated? Is the country 
obligated to the draftee, or is the draftee 
obligated to the country? If the country 
is so deeply obligated to the draftee, then 
let’s throw out all the volunteers and give 
the draftee a peacetime GI Bill to end all 
bills. 

On the other hand, if draftees are obli- 
gated, then let’s treat them as such. Why 
should they receive the same advantages 
and benefits as Regular Army personnel? 
They did not volunteer; they were forced. 
They did not ask for it; they were told. 
They are not interested in maintaining 
the peace, in duty to country, or in any- 
thing exeept being able to retreat into 
their civilian cubby-holes. 

This is not to imply that Regular,Army 
soldiers are bursting with patriotism, ready 
to die for Old Glory, or any such stuff. 
But it does imply that they did volunteer! 


. It was a job that needed to be done, it 


appealed to their sense of adventure and 
offered advantages not found in civilian 
life. In short, regardless of their motiva- 
tion, they asked for it and are doing a job 
of their own free will. Can this be said 
of the inductee? 


* * * 


THE AVERAGE INDUCTEE has the 
idea that the world owes him a living be- 
cause he “sacrificed” a couple of years of 
his life. When released from active duty 
(and indeed, before!) he weeps on the 
shoulder of his dear mother, his wife, and 
anyone else that will listen to his sad 
story of an interrupted life. 

It this the type of man that is being 
considered for a peacetime GI Bill? Is 
this the man that actually needs compensa- 


tion for his service? Or, is this the man 
that is being used to advantage by vote- 
getting politicians? Any politician, regard- 
less of who he is or what office he holds 


that suggests: any such thing as a GI Bill 
for inductees in peace time is out of 
his head, doesn’t know the facts, or re- 
fuses to face them. 

Now is the time of year when a “write-> 
in” campaign is being conducted from 
prior draftees, future draftees and present 
draftees to discontinue the draft. I am 
suggesting a write-in campaign by Regular 
Army personnel to counter-act such a pro- 
posal. It should not only be insisted that 
the draft remain in effect, but that draftees 
stop being considered for privileges and 
benefits rightfully due only to the profes- 
sional soldier. Further, action should be 
taken by responsible personnel to’ insure 
that draftees do not advance beyond a cer- 
tain rank (PFC, for example), job posi- 
tion, and level of prestige. There are too 
many instances where inductees are given 
rank and plush positions when deserving 
volunteers are available.

I CAN REMEMBER when a man with 
an RA prefix in front of his service number 
went to the head of the payline and had 
first shot at anything he wanted, regardless 
of his rank. Is it like that now? Not on 
your life! An RA officer who. would rush 
into an enemy machine gun nest. quivers 
in fright when faced with the possibility 
of receiving a letter from some irate 
mother who thinks her darling son is being 
intimidated by those “mean old sergeants.” 
The distinct line of pride separating the 
RA from the US, ER, or NG is rapidly 
diminishing and will fade from sight very 
shortly if some action is not taken to put 
that line back where it belongs. This will 
take the support of every volunteer in-the 
Army, from the lowest RA private to the 
highest general. It will also take. plain 
ol’ guts!

D? YOU need help on your 
income tax? 

The Internal Revenue Serv- 
ice has tried to make it as 
easy as possible for taxpayers 
to prepare their own réturn. 
We've put out some helpful 
booklets and pamphlets that 
are available at local Internal 
Revenue Offices. 

In addition, you can ask 
questions by phone or stop in 
at our nearest office. 

As an additional part of this serv- 
ice, here is an article designed 
,especially for servicemen and 
women who read the TIMES. - 

The income tax laws of the 
United States require everybody 
under 65 years of age, mimors in- 
cluded, who make $600 or more a 
year to file a tax return. 

People 65 and over whose gross 
income is less than $1200 a year 
don’t have to file, 

If too much of your pay was with- 
held, you should get your return in 
early and thereby help us get your 
refund back to you as quickly as 
possible. 

Refund or not, your return must 
be in by the April 15 deadline. Not 
filing the return in time costs up 
to 25 percent of what is due in 
taxes. 

A “privileged class” does not 
have to meet the April 15 deadline. 
They are the servicemen and wo- 
men serving or traveling outside 
the continental limits of the United 
States on April 15. Their filing 
deadline is June 15, 

But these men and women pay 
for their privilege. If they choose 
to file after April 15, they have 
to pay an interest charge at a six- 
percent-a-year rate, 


Which Form? 


You can use one of two forms 
to file your return, Form 1040A is 
the simplest, It is a tabulating ma- 
chine card. Beginning this year, 
you may use this form if your in- 
come was less than $10,000 subject 
to withholding and including not 
more than a total of $200 of income 
from other wages, dividends and 
interest, not subject to withhold- 
ing. 

However, taxpayers are not per- 
mitted to use Form 1040A if they 
wish to claim (1) “head of house- 
hold” or “surviving spouse” status; 


(2) dividends received credit or re 
tirement income credit; (3) “sick 
pay;” (4) estimated tax payment 
credit, or (5) if either the taxpayer 
or his wife itemizes deductions on 
page 2 of a separate return on 
Form 1040. 

Form 1040 must be used if 


your income was more that $10,- 
000, or if you’re not eligible to 
use 1040A for any of the fore- 
going reasons. 

With either form, you can take a 
standard 10 percent deduction of 
your adjusted gross income (up to 
a maximum of $1,000). If you take 
the standard deduction, you don’t 
have to itemize the deductions. 

Consider carefully whether you 
should take the ten percent deduc- 
tion or itemize your deductions, 

Of course, the only way to reach 
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a decision is to total 


your deducti 
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owe taxes, or you'll get more money 
back if you overpaid in taxes. 
Remember this: The govern- 
ment wants only the tax dollars 
that are due it, Nothing more, 
nothing less. 

If you are married, it is also wise 
to consider whether to file separate 
returns, or a joint return, Even 
though your wife has no income of 
her own, you can usually file a 








joint return. If you each have in- 
come you may file jointly or sepa- 
rately. 

Servicemen who are married and 
live in a community-property state 
are permitted to file a separate re- 
turn on one-half of their income. 
Their wives then file separately re- 
porting the other half of their hus- 
bands’ income on their returns. The 
community-property states are Ari- 
zona, California, Idaho, Louisiana, 
Nevada, New Mexico, Texas and 
Washington, 

In some cases, it will be to the 
taxpayers’ advantage to file joint 
returns even in community. proper- 
ty states. In other cases it will not. 
It depends on all the circum- 
stances,

A SERVICEMAN OVERSEAS 

whose legal residence is in one of 


the eight community - property 
states gains substantially tax-wise 
when he marries a foreign girl. For

$3600, he would pay tax on only 
half of it, and have his wife as an 
exemption to boot, His tax would 
be $86 in this case, a big difference 
from the $413 he would pay if he 
hadn’t married a _ non-resident 
alien, 

Whether to file separately or 
jointly depends in part on wheth- 
er your wife works and how much 
income she had. If there is a 
substantial difference in your in- 
comes, you'll find that your taxes 
will probably be-less by filing joint- 
ly. If the two incomes are about 
the same, it may be best to file 
separately. 

As in deciding which form to 
use and whether to itemize or 
take the standard 10 percent de- 
duction, here again a little ex- 
tra time spent in determining 
whether to file separately or 
jointly may save you money.

The suspension applies only where 
your service begins before the 
end of the one year or the 18 
month period. The suspension can- 
not extend for more than four 
years after the date you sold that 
residence, 
For example, you sold your old 
residence on Jan. 1, 1958. You 
were on extended active duty from 
Jan. 1, 1956, to Dec. 31, 1958. The 
latest date on which you may pur- 
chase and occupy another residence 
and have any part of the gain on 
the sale of the old residence not 
recognized is Jan. 1, 1960. 

This suspension is also allowed 
if your husband (or wife) is in 
the armed forces and if you both 
used the old and the new residence 
as your principal residence. 


Non-Reportable 


Income 

You do not have to report what 
you received as basic allowances 
for quarters or for heat and light 
furnished in kind. Neither de you 
have to report subsistence allow- 
ances, that part of your Class Q 
allowance the government puts in, 
rations furnished in kind for en- 
listed people and the cost to the 
government by allowances or in 
kind for transporting your depend- 
ents and furniture. : 

The six-month death gratuity 
pay to the beneficiary of a de- 
ceased service person is not to be 
reported. Three- and four-star gen- 
erals and admirals do not have to 
report théir personal money allow- 
ances, 

Mustering our payments need 
not be reported. Nor do you 
live te report the money you 
receive from riders if you run 
a car pool as long as it merely 
covers your expenses, 

The money received by military 
attaches for maintenance and offi- 
cial entertainment does not have 
to be reported. Post and cost-of- 
living allowances for those outside 
the U.S. also need not be reported, 
except those from nonappropriated 
funds. - 

Dividends, regular or special, on 
U. S. Government and National 
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under the 
World War II or Korea GI Bills 
do not have to be reported. The 
retired pay of servicemen retired 
before Oct, 1, 1949 for physical

YOU DO NOT have ‘o report 
gifts as income, But if the gift is 
property which produces income 
of a taxable nature, the income is 
taxable. Similarly, if property is 
donated to. a trust and the income 
on it is paid, credited, or distrib- 
uted to you, it is income to you. 


Deductions 


Besides your-deductions, you can 
take off $600 for each exemption 
to which you are entitled. For 
you, your wife, and, say, two child- 
ren, the total exemption is $2400. 

There are scores of deductions 
you can list on your return, and 
the more you list—legally—the 
less will be Uncle Sam’s take, 

Home-owners can deduct - inter- 
est they pay on their mortgage and 
property taxes, whether paid di- 
rectly or through the lender. 

The cost of all items of insignia 
of rank and corps, including gold 
lace and devices on the uniform 
coat, black braid, collar devices, 
shoulder marks, chin straps, cap 
devices, and the excess cost of the 
“scrambled-eggs” cap of a senior 
officer can be deducted. , 

Also deductible are the cost o 
campaign bars, wings, swords, 
dress and‘ undress belts, epaulets 
and aiguillets. 

Expense of altering braid and

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Army's Redstone Could 
‘Lower 3d of Gap’, Says

DETROIT, Mich. — The Chrysler 
Missile Division employs enough 
people in its production of Red- 
stone and Jupiter missiles to man 
a full airborne division, it was 
revealed here this week in the 
first. public showing of the Jupiter 
production line. 

Employees here, at Huntsville, at 
the Atlantic Missile Range -in 
Florida and at White Sands Mis- 
sile Range in New Mexico total 
11,628, of whom 1758 (15 percent) 
are engineers and 3780 (33 per 
cent) are skilled technical workers. 

Well along in both its Redstone 
and Jupiter production, Chrysler 
is ready (and able) to expand in 
either field. Officials here, although 
admitting their view is limited and 
perhaps prejudiced, wonder why: 

1. Greater production is not 


ordered for these two missiles in 
which the present reliability, be- 
cause of production techniques 
developed over the last 20 years 
but more rapidly in the last three, 
is “more than 90 percent in a field 
where 50 percent is still the goal?”

SOME of the questions and the 
Army’s answers follow: 


Q. “Can there ke any estimate 
of how many cases exist where 
erroneous advice was given?” 

A. “A meaningful estimate, ex- 
pressed as a figure, is not possible; 
however, the_number is believed 
very small especially when you con- 
sider the total number of PCS (Per- 
manent Change of Station) move- 
ments. For example, only 15 cases 
have come~to the DA’s attention 
in the past three years. An accu- 
rate accounting would involve a 
costly survey, 

“It should be noted that since 
‘some’ personnel had been errone- 
ously- advised, DA took corrective 
action on cases as received and 
published Circular 55-23 to pre- 
clude further occurrence.” 

Q. “How much is it costing 
the soldiers?” 

A. “A definite answer is not pos- 

sible because -of unknown, non-re- 
imbursable expenses ‘the members 
may have incurred. So far as re- 
imbursable expenses are concerned, 
there has been no additional cost 
to the soldiers who have brought 
the errors to the attention of 
proper authority.” 

Q. “Is there any way enlisted 
men can be reimbursed?” 

A. “Any member may submit a 
claim at any time he believes he 
has cause for reimbursement. Al- 
though not a matter of monetary 
reimbursement, the Army has in 
the past and will continue to rec- 
tify known mistakes by further 
shipment of a member’s dependents 
and household goods at government 
expense,” 

Q. “Is any disciplinary action 
being taken against the transpor- 
tation officers whe have been 
giving erroneous advice?” 

A. “No disciplinary action is con- 
templated by DA against transpor- 
tation officers or ‘other military 

members or civilian employes who 
may havé rendered erroneous ad- 
vice. The errors are believed due 
to honest misinterpretations of 
regulations which are rather com- 
plex because of the varying condi-

The De- 
partment of Defense approved its 
transportation from Korea to the 
Oakland Army Terminal “as a-con- 
tribution to a worthy enterprise of 
historical significance” and called 
upon MSTS to provide the ocean 
transportation.

(THERE is normally a waiting list 
for all incoming personnel 
needing family quarters at Ord.

Ranger Training at Devens | 


FORT DEVENS, Mass. — Operat- 
ing under the philosophy that the 
foot soldier will not be tough 
enough to- be effective on the 
atomic battlefield unless his train- 
ing is extremely rugged, the 2d 
Inf. Brigade is currently engaged 
in five weeks of Ranger-type train- 
ing. 

Included are rigorous physical 
conditioning exercises using the 
traditional Army methods, hand-to- 
hand combat, practical work in 
demolitions and booby traps, cliff 
assault techniques, aerial assault 
and re-supply, and long patrols into 
“enemy” territory. 

Approximately 30 lieutenants of 
the brigade are graduates of the 
Ranger training course at Fort 
Benning, Ga. They are supervising 
ihe Brigade’s program.

THE 2d Battle Group, 60th Inf., 
entered the fourth week of its train- 
ing Feb. 2.

The Isolation’ Myth 


By MONTE BOURJAILY, JR. 


CE again the powers-that-be seem to have 
demonstrated to their own satisfaction that 
if you ignore a nasty problem long enough, it will 


solve itself, go away, or die. 


The IRBM decisign, promised “by the end of 1958,” 
never had to be made. There has been 
no choice. n Jupiter and Thor 
as The IRBM with which to arm US. 
forces. Instead, neither. will be bought 
in any greater quantity than already on 
order, unless some foreign government 
wants to buy one of these two missiles 
with its own money. This puts it up to 
the foreign governments to decide 
which missile is best. And it takes our © 
Own bureaucrats off the spot. 

Parallel development of two IRBM 
systems to “buy out” (love that BOURJAILY 
gobbledegook) is admitted to be cost- 
ing the.government at least. $100 million more than 
needed to be spent to provide no more than 200 IRBMs 
for all purposes. Carrying the two missiles through to 
completion of current production contracts seems to 
have added-about 0 percent to the program cost 

This is a pretty high premium for taxpayers to 
pay in order that defense officials could duck a decision. 
Those who follow these things closely are well aware 
that politics, service pride and prestige, manufacturer 
pressures, industry group lobbying, all have played 
their part in delaying the decision until it became un- 
mecessary. 

The Jupiter-Thor “controversy” is used here to illus- 
trate a general situation, because it is a well-publicized 
case, it has its elements of drama, and it is possible that 
more on it will be forthcoming as a result of Congres- 
sional investigations.

IN THIS CASE, delay in decision-making seems to 
have cost us $100 million, to have made vulnerable to 
valid but non-constructive criticism a number of very 
high-ranking officials, and to raise a question about the 
wisdom of American leadership operated behind closed 
doors, pleading security as the excuse, 

The military community — including its civilian lead- 
ership — would apparently like nothing better than to be, 
isolated from the rest of the American community. 


When the military community was small, unpopular, 
ignored by the American public, this “desirable” situa- 
tion existed most of the time. aly when the miiitary 
was thrust by events into the ‘limelight was it noticed, 
and then usually unfavorably, The military community 
got used to this. It even liked the situation, And now 
it would like to get back to those “good old days.”

HAS, of course, been a second trend. Par- 


THERE 
_ ticularly in the Air Force, favorable publicity has been 


recognized as desirable. So public relations type goals 
have been set. , 

The civilian military leadership at the Defense level 
wants only “constructive publicity that is in the national 
interest,” which translated means uncritical and favor- 
able aceeptance of all that is publicly admitted. 

But the military community today is not an isolated 
one. To create the isolated community that too many 
military leaders want it to be, they must accept reduc- 
tions — in strength, in the number of positions calling 
for star rank, in the rate of promotion. And they seem 
to be unwilling to pay this price for isolation. 

The leadership of the military community does not 
want to make public an account of its stewardship. Pub- 
lic accounting in this country means that before a decision 
is reached the problem must be defined and publicly set 
forth. As the decision is developed, the courses of action 
possible, must be described. And after the decision is 
reached it must be announced, and possibly defended. 

” . + 

PUBLIC SERVANTS, in uniform or out, must be 
accountable for their actions. This is the last thing that 
too many in military service want. To be second-guessed, 
to defend themselves and more importantly their staffs, 
frequently seems to be what they are trying to avoid 
when they make their decisions. 

It is costing taxpayers $100 million because they 
had no man to decide the Jupiter-Thor controversy. 
And it is also costing the Army prestige, good men, 
high morale, because no man has appeared in the sad 
case of raincoat wear, tan sock wear, accruing leave, 
or disciplining commanders who misinform enlisted 
members on their travel rights. 

In Jupiter-Thor, this may be a national scandal, In 
these other cases it IS an Army tragedy.

Visibility of Rockets Essential

| ABOUT two months the powerful astronomical 

cameras of our large observatories on the West Coast 
will have a chance to try to photograph the Russian moon 
rocket. At that.time Metchta (the Russian name is best 
translated as “daydream’”) will be quite some matence 
from the sun and far outside the orbit — 
of the earth, This meang that the 
rocket will be overhead in the night 
sky. But it will be illuminated by 
the sun. 

Whether the rocket will reflect 
enough light to register on a photo- 
graphic plate remains to be seen, but 
it is likely that it will. This state- 
ment, however, is valid only for the 
time the rocket is still, so-to-speak, in 
the vicinity of the earth. By the time 
Metchta crosses the orbit of the’ planet LEY 
Mars, some 140 million miles from 
the sun, it will certainly be ‘out of camera range. 

Unfortunately it is just then that . astronomical 
photographs would do the most good. If the rocket should 
pass the orbit of the planet Mars when the planet itself 
is in the same sector of its orbit, the orbit ‘of the rocket 
might be changed a little. If we could track it carefully 
then’ we could, from the amount of deflection, establish 
the mass (weight) of the planet that did the deflecting.

THIS YEAR the planet Mars will be near enough 
to the rocket to cause such a deflection. But it might 
bein years to come. ‘Just in the case of Mars such a 
measurement would not be very novel. Since Mars does 








have two tiny moons we, know the mass of the planet 
rather well. But such a measurement would be most 
useful (and completely new) if a similar rocket could 
pass near the planet Venus. 


The planet Venus has no moons and for this reason, 
though this statement may be somewhat surprising to 
the layman, we know only approximately how much it 
weighs — about 80 percent of what the earth weighs. 
But until a rocket passes near Venus nobody can know 


- the precise figure. 


To shoot a rocket into an orbit which will make it 
come close to Venus is not more difficult than it was to 
shoot Metchta. 

But. the experiment will not bear fruit unless the 
rocket can be tracked as it approaches the planet. One 
could possibly do this by ratio if the rocket carried a suf- 
ficienlty powerful transmitter and a long-lasting power 
supply, say a small atomic reactor. But what is called 
optical tracking, in this case by means of astronomical 
cameras, would be more precise. 

Hence it is imperative that such a:rocket be easily 
visible or at least “photographable” over distances of 
30 to 40 million miles. Fortunataly this can be accom- 
plished without too much trouble. Metchta itself showed 
one possibility. At one time while it was on its way 
to the moon, the rocket released a cloud of sodium vapor. 

Such vapor clouds released by the rocket are one 
possibility, but naturally yapor clouds: will diffuse in 
space after a. while and become too tenuous to be seen. 

High visibility should be the order of the day from 
now On. That rockets can be shot into space has been 
proved. Now we have to make them visible.

“Why Did the Soldiers iers Quit? 


IN EVERY WAR BUT ONE, by Eugene Kinkead, W. W. Norton & Co., N. Y. $8.75.

(THE Army has spent five years studying the be- 
havior of our soldiers in Korean and Chinese 
prisoner-of-war camps. The soul-searching and fan- 
tastically detailed study came as a result of some 
disturbing facts: 

@ About 30 percent of the American PWs 
actually helped their Communist captors in some 
way, such as making broadcasts, signing petitions, 
propagandizing buddies. . 

@® About 13 percent were outright collaborators. 

@ About 38 percent of all prisoners died in 
captivity, although comparable groups of prisoners 
from other services and other countries — living 
under roughly similar conditions — had few or 
no deaths.

THIS ACCOUNT of the Army’s study, written 
by an editor of The New Yorker, shows that many 
of the troops who. were captured in Korea in 1950 
and later were sad sacks. -The blame is divided be- 
tween the country, the Army and the men them- 
selves, 

The Army study, which involved hundreds of 
questions puts to thousands of men, reminds us 
that siek Americans flopped down by the side of 
the rdad and waited for the Communist ambulances 
to pick them up, the way our ambulances always 
picked. up stragglers. But the Communist ambu- 
lances never came. The soldiers couldn't bring 
themselves. to eat the wormy and unaccustomed 
food, even to the point of starvation — although 
millions of people, including the guards themselves, 
get along on such food all their lives. The pris 
soners waited for American chow to come along, 
until they died. Not one prisoner ever escaped from 
a permanent camp. 

Maj. Clarence L. Anderson, a medical officer 
who also was a prisoner (he’s now at Letterman 
Army Hospital in San Francisco), says the typical 
attitude of these Americans was not “what can I 
do to help,” but “what can be done to help me.” 
He reports that some men actually died from give- 
up-itis; they just decided to quit living under these 
harsh circumstances, so they died. ‘ 

* * - 

THE REPORT shows that no prisoners in Ko- 
rea were brainwashed (in terms of an alteration 
of the personality), but that all of them were sub- 
jected to indoctrination. Surprisingly, the men 
who immediately resisted indoctrination were left 
alone and — because they were usually given phy- 
sical labor to do — frequently fared better than 
the collaborators. 


Torture was not used against the Americans. 
Communist favors to Americans who cooperated 
were mely small, and only resulted in increased 
demands for more cooperation, more study, more 
spying and denunciation. The limits of endurance 
of the prisoners varied widely — one GI spilled 
his guts after 35 minutes of questioning, another 
didn’t answer one question in three years. 


The Army study shows that there had been a 
breakdown in discipline before the men were 
captured — water discipline was almost non- 
éxistent, little attempt was made to care for the 
feet, units of as many as 400 men were surren- 
dering. 

The Army studied the experiences of other 
groups of prisoners and found that the Turks didn’t 
lose a single man in captivity. The Turks main. 
tained tight discipline as units inside their prisops; 
while the GIs’ organization broke down completely, 


-with the men ignoring their. officers. and noncoms 


and failing to help each other even when they 

were dying. 

The Marine Corps lost proportionately fewer 
prisoners, and when captured, the Marines made 
out better than the soldiers. Their death rate 
was lower, their resistance to Communist pres- 
sure was stronger. The Marine Corps attributes 
this better showing to its traditional discipline.

THE ARMY tried to break down the collaborators 
into racial, economic, religious, social and other 
groups in an effort to find some link between back- 
ground and behavior as a war prisoner. he Army 
couldn’t find any connection between misbehavior 
and the groups from which the men came — a sad 
indictment of American society in general. 

" Kinkead’s book contains a strong plea by an 
anonymous colonel for a return fo strict discipline 
by company grade officers and noncoms, the way 
it was before the Doolittle Board’s recommenda- . 
tions took hold after World War Ii. Kinkead’s 
imaginary colonel also calls for a ruthless weed- 
ing out of mediocre officers and a change in re- 
cruiting appeals. He suggests that recruits be 
told what the limits of their conduct will be, and 
what work will be expected of them before they 
get to fire a rifle in this man’s Army, instead of 
being told the location of the snack bar and how 
te get to the Inspector General. 

This. book raises some tough questions in the 
days of truck-riding, PX-patronizing infantrymen 
of 1959.

RITERS and the sea have been 
constant collaborators. “The 
Strange Ordeal of the Normandier” 
is a product of such collaboration. 
Written by H: L. Tredree, a man 
who “died” twice as he lived this 
stirring episode, the S. S. Norman- 
dier bids fair to challenge such 
stalwarts as the “Bounty” and the 
“Titanic” for human drama and 
tragedy. 
Imagine a tramp ship adrift on 
the Atlantic in mid-November, help- 
less in the full fury of a winter’s 





gale. Her engines are dead, her 
officers and entire crew either dead 
or deathly ill with blackwater fever. 
When rescue comes, only two men 
on board are still conscious. One 
of these is a 19-year-old wireless 
operator, H. L. Tredree. 

For horrifying drama “where 
uncommon valor was a common 
virtue,” this story takes its place 
among the sea classics. It went 
almost unnoticed as the world glued 
its attention to the Armistice fol- 
lowing World War I.

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F Benny Carter’s name is 

not a “household word” to 
jazz enthusiasts as it once was 
and as it still ought to be, I would 
think that jazz record company 
executives who record lesser musi- 
cians over and over again and jazz 
critics who bat out endless reams 
of gee-whiz and occasionally de- 
cipherable garbage about compara- 
tive third-raters deserve to share 
some of the blame. 


In any event, Carter has been one 
of the finest musicians in jazz for 
30 years and the title of his new 
LP is correct: “Benny Carter, Jazz 
Giant” (Contemporary 3555). 

This is not the best example of 
Carter’s alto saxophone.ever re- 
corded, but it is an excellent LP 
and one recommended especially 
to those pitiful misguided types 
who think that an alto sax must 
necessarily sound strident, a kind 
of bop law promulgated by Char- 
lie Parker and his followers. 

Sidemen are Ben Webster, Bar- 
ney Kessel, Frank Rosolino, Andre 
Previn, Leroy Vinnegar and Shelly 
Manne, with pianist Jimmy Rowles 
replacing Previn on one _ track. 
Each of the seven selections are 
well worth hearing with three of 
the most exciting being Ain’t She 
Sweet, Blue Lou, and Blues My 
Naughty Sweetie Gives To Me. 

Carter doubles on trumpet on 
this set, which should come as no 
surprise to anyone with even a 
passing knowledge of this immens- 
ely talented musician. Benny plays 
a number of instruments well and 
is also one of Hollywood’s best com- 
posers and arrangers (one of his 
movie scores won an award at the 
Venice Film Festival). His trumpet 
playing is characterized by a love 
of melody and a fat tone.

Benny Carter Is One 
Of the Few ‘Greats’

BENNY CARTER 


I am reminded of the first time I 
ever heard Carter in person. It 
was on a riverboat about 20 years 
ago. Amazed with the man’s abil- 
ity (and lip) as he switched from 
alto sax to trumpet to clarinet with 
his band, my eyebrows went higher 
when I heard him play piano be- 
tween sets. Carter does not play 
piano as most arrangers who are 
primarily pianists do, meaning that 
neither of his hands is limited to 
chords, block or otherwise. 

And although I have never 
heard Carter play trombone, that 
evening the excellent trombone 
soloist in the Carter band indi- 
cated that Benny was quite a 
trombonist, too. “He plays more 
trombone than I do,” he told me 
during casual conversation. 

A fantastic musician, this Benny 
Carter. It is to be hoped that his 
records will become more frequent.

JAZZ POLL winners are not al- 
ways exceptional miusicians.

here. 

This set should sell well, as jazz 
albums go, and deservedly so. It 
is also something of a must for 
anyone who plays or who has ever 
attempted to play the bass fiddle 
because Brown has seldom been 
recorded so well. Perhaps there 
are some bass players who play as 
well as Brown, but I find it hard 
to belive that anyone, anywhere, 
plays the instrument any better.

FRENCH ARRANGER Michel 
Legrand, best known for his lively 
mood music albums, visited the 
U. S. this summer and while here 
arranged and recorded 11 tunes 
writen by well known jazz figures. 
The result is “Legrand Jazz” (Col- 
umbia 1250), surely an interesting 
record to anyone concerned with 
modern big band jazz. There are 
three different groups here, rang- 
ing from ten to 15 pieces, each in- 
cluding some of the finest musicians 
in the business. 

Rosetta, the famous Earl Hinés 
song, comes off especially well. It 
features trombonists Frank Rehak, 
Billy Byers, Jimmy Cleveland, 
Eddie Bert and tenor man Ben 
Webster. Webster is also featured 
on Blue and Sentimental, the bal- 
lad Herschel Evans wrapped up so 
well with the Old Count Basie band 
years ago.

One of the best pianists 
in jazz, Joe Bushkin, runs through 
a dozen standards with strings and 
muted brass (Blue Angels, Capitol 
T1094). Very good for what it is, 
but I’m still waiting for another 
Bushkin set with ‘small combo. ... 
Some of the better old Artie Shaw 
78-rpm records have been reissued 
on “The Great Artie Shaw” (RCA- 
Camden CAL-465) and “A Man and 
His Dream” (RCA Victor 1648). A 
number of excellent musicians are 
featured as well as singer Helen 
Forrest, a rare one because she 
sings in time and in tune and minus 
any vocal gimmicks.

coln Year” or the “Lincoln Sesqui- 
centennial” to celebrate the 150th 
year of his birth. 


Under the auspices of the Sesqui- 
centennial Commission created by 
Congress the observance is well 
under way. The Federal Govern- 
ment has started its role in the 
mighty drama that will unfold 
during the next 12 months. 

A new Lincoln penny has been

None of the states will attract 
more: people than colorful “Ol’ 
Kaintuck.” Here we find what Ken- 
tuckians proudly call “Lincoln 
Land.” This is a region of green 
hills, creeks and fields dotted with 
memorials of Lincoln’s birth and 
childhood. 

Here one seems to come closer 
to the “Short and Simple Annals” 
of what Lincoln preferred to call 
tHe account of his early life. Tuck- 
ed away in a massive granite build- 
ing at Hodgenville is the tiny log 
cabin where Dennis Hanks ran 
through the woods to greet him. 

At nearby Springfield one sees 
the two log houses surrounded by 
fences of crude wooden rails (the 
type young Lincoln was famed for 
splitting). These are replicas of 
the homes where his parents lived 
and courted. 

Within walking distance is 
what is called the Marriage 
Temple, a dignified brick church 
which houses the _ traditional 
cabin where Thomas and Nancy 
were married. And in the Capitol 
at Frankfort is one of the finest 
statues of Lincoln in the country. 

The “Lincoln Land” line will ap- 
pear on the 1959 auto tags issued 
by Kentucky, Indiana and Illinois. 
Numerous special events will be 
held, throughout these states, in- 
cluding an elaborate program at 
Lincoln, Ill., the first town named 
for him before he became famous. 

All of the cities and towns named 
Lincoln, all of the colleges bearing 
his name, even the insurance com- 
panies, banks, automobiles, in- 
numerable streets, brands and 
whatnots using the Lincoln name 
will join in the vast and moving 
pageant. 

Inaugurating festivities will be 
the “Lincoln Dinner” to be held 
under the auspices of the Lincoln 
Group of the District of Columbia 
in co-operating with the Sesquicen- 
tennial Commission. 

President Eisenhower and former 
Presidents Herbert Hoover and 
Harry S. Truman are honorary 
sponsors. Hundreds of people from 
all strata of society are expected 
to attend. And the National Broad- 
casting Co. and the Columbia 
Broadcasting System will present 
special programs.

For months in advance, the 
people of this prosperous Mediter- 
ranean seaport work secretly on 
giant statues, or “Fallas,” three to 
four stories high. Made of plaster, 
wood and canvas, the “Fallas” are 
clever satires lampooning anything 
from radio quiz programs and high 
price of eggs to the surrealist 
paintings of Salvador Dali.

EACH NEIGHBORHOOD de- 
signs and creates its own monstros- 
ity.

— The larger, 
better equipped mobilehome and 
its relative freedom from main- 
tenance worries offer mobilehome 
dealers an opportunity for an ag- 
gressive selling year in 1959. 

The dealers will also face in. 
creased competition from the 
greater number of low-cost hous- 
ing projects expected during the 
first half of the year, and from 
the substantially increased num- 
ber of used mobilehomes coming 
into the resale market. 

These facts were part of a mo- 
bilehome market forecast made 
recently by Robert F. Elrick and 
John J. Moss of Marketing Infor- 
mation Associates, Chicago. This 
firm is a division of Elrick and 
Lavidge, Inc., marketing research 
consultants to the Mobile Homes 
Manufacturers Association. Elrick 
and Moss gave their forecast to 
members of the Mobilehome Deal- 
ers National Association attend- 
se their 14th annual convention 
ere. 


IN TALLYING the 
sales results for 1958, Elrick and 
Moss showed that the mobile- 
home market had more than held 
its own in comparison with basic 
economic indices. 

Unit volume of factory ship 
ments for the industry was down 
about 8 percent from 1957, while 
1958 dollar volume fell only 3 per- 
cent. 

Helping the industry in a reces- 
sion year was the trend to the

that this is vigorous competition, 
particularly when VA and FHA 
financing is readily available as is 
expected to be true in the first half 
of 1959. This housing, they 
pointed out, has an apparent cost 
advantage; a house with nearly 
double the area of the largest mo 
bilehome can often be purchased 
for less than $500 down and a $90 
monthly payment.

Mortgage. A mortgage, practical- 
ly speaking, is a-pledge of property 
as security for the payment of a 
debt. In most states, failure to pay 
the debt as noted in the mortgage 
does not automatically convey com- 
plete title to the person holding the 
mortgage. This takes place as a 
rule only after an act of foreclosure 
is completed and any applicable 
“grace period” has expired. The 
FHA does not lend money, it in- 
sures the lender against loss. A 
VA loan is one which guarantees 
the lender egainst loss up to certain 
specified amounts. — 

Lien. A lien is in effect a mort- 
gage. A property filed lien, if not 
discharged by the owner of the 
property, may be the basis of a fore- 
closure-suit and a subsequent sale 
of the ‘property to satisfy the lien 
or liens. 

Purchase Agreement. This in- 
strument — which should contain 
all of the essential terms and condi- 
tions of. the proposed sale — is 
memorandum of agreement be- 
tween the participating parties 
which is executed pending examina- 
tion of the title and. performance 
of other conditions cited affecting 
the transfer of ownership. 

Deed. This is a legal instrument 
which transfers title to property 
from one person (or legal entity) 
to another. The two types of deed 
in general use are the Warranty 
and the Quit Claim. In a Warranty 
Deed; the seller in effect guaran- 
tees the title without flaw, The 
Quit Claim guarantees nothing. It 
merely undertakes to transfer such 
title, right or lien the maker of the 
deed has, or presumes to have, in 
the property described.

An abstract 
of title is a history of a specific 
tract of land.

Zoning. Zoning is. the method 
by which government regulates the 
use of property... It may divide a 
city, township or village into sec- 
tions; and within each section desig- 
nate the type of building and use 
permitted, such as: single detached 
houses, multiple housing, commer- 
cial, industrial and so forth. The 
power tc zone.is derived from the 
“police power of the state” and is 
directed to promote the health, 
safety and morals of its citizens. 
Building and Use Restrictions. 
These are recorded regulations 
upon the use and occupancy of 
land. Such regulations are usually 
written and recorded with the orig- 
inal subdivision recording. They 
may, however, be amended or dis- 


carded by the subsequent action of 
the owners, provided 100 percent 
ownership interest -is joined in thé 
action. An owner of a part of any 
subdivision has the right to enforce 
building and use restrictions aaginst 
any or all other owners within the 
subdivision.

AKRON, Ohio—High speed Is a 
must to put’ a B-52-G jet bomber 
into the air. 

The big plane weighs 200 tons 
fully loaded. To get into the a ir, 
it must roar down a runway at 
nearly 250 miles an hour. 

Under such load and speed, the 
plane’s tires must be able to take 
a beating. 

To find out if they can, The 
Firestone Tire & Rubber Co., 
has been using the fastest “Big 
Wheel” of its kind in operation 
by the tire industry today. 

It is 10 feet in diameter, weighs 
nine tons, and has been checked 
out at 311 miles an hour. The ap- 
paratus, of which the Big Wheel 
is the outstanding feature, pro- 
duces the conditions which punish 
a tire ‘during jet take-offs and 
landings. It is housed in Firestone’s 
tire testing laboratory here. 

The take-off test is made by de- 
termining the varying loads a tire 
must carry in actual service. It is 
then forced against the Big Wheel 
to simulate these weights. The 
wheel begins to turn, the tire is 
takied out and its revolutions are 
quickened until take-off speed is 
duplicated. The tire is then re- 
moved quickly from the wheel, as 
it would leave a runway when a 
plane becomes airborne. 

A landing is simulated by re- 
volving the wheel at the airplane’s 
landing speed. A tire is then forced 


against it, causing the tire to go 
from a “standing start” to full 
landing runway speed almost in- 


stantaneously. The wheel is then 
braked gradually to a stop, the 
same as the aircraft for which it 
is being tested.

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CBS Television Shows to Be 
On Armed Forces Network 


NEW YORK, N.Y. — The CBS 
Television Network and the Office 
of Armed Forces Information and 
Education have entered into an 
agreement whereby the Depart- 
ment of Defense has tlie right _to 
record, for rebroadcast, CBS-TV 
Network programs on. Armed 
Forces television stations and the 
sound portion of CBS television 
programs on Armed Forces radio 
stations, Louis G. Cowan, president 
of the CBS Television Network, an- 
nounced last week. 

CBS Television thus becomes the 
first network to permit an outside 
party to record its programs for 
Armed Forces consumption. 

To avail itself of this service, the 
Armed Forces Network will make 
written requests to CBS Television 
for any program which it desires to 
record for rebroadcast. 

Mr: Cowan pointed out that this 
would supplement a service which 
the CBS Television Network has 
provided in the past for Armed 
Forces television stations, under 
which station-return prints -are 
made available for overseas re- 
broadcast. CBS ~ Television also 
= the first to institute this serv- 
ice. 

Under the terms of the new 
agreement, all direct commercial 
messages will be deleted by the 
government, and prints of the pro- 
grams are to be used only for non- 
commercial broadcast on author- 
ized television stations completely 
owned and operated by the Armed 
Forces. The Armed Forces Net- 
work will not broadcast the pro- 
gram into any area-which includes 
a population within coverage of 
One or more regular commercial 
television stations. 

Armed Forces Network reaches 
a potential audience of 350,000 
servicemen and women.

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Old Technique, Old Subject: Fresh A

LOOKING ABOUT for an idea 
that would yield a fresh look 
at New York City, one of the most 
challenging, because it is one of 
the most “overdone” subjects, Sam 
Falk dug into his bag of tricks for 
one of the oldest techniques of the 
medium—the silhouette. Which all 
goes to prove—again—that tech- 
"Oe niques are a 
dime a dozen, 
and most of 
them as old as 
the hills, but 
that  photog- 
raphers who use 
their beans (im- 
agination, that 
is) can make old 
techniques seem 
new. 
Falk used the 
silhouette as a

means of interpreting the metropo- 


lis in terms of sheer outline— 
characteristic black lines and 
masses against paper-white sky. A 
selection of the results appeared 
in a recent two-page spread in The 
New York Sunday Times Magazine, 
of which he is staff photographer. 

One of the most impressive of 
the series is reproduced here, It 
was taken with the Meridian 4x5 
press camera equipped with 8%4- 
inch lens. The exposure was made 
just before sundown on Ortho 
Press film at 1/50th of a second 
and f/11. 


The method is simple enough, 
Falk admits. Just pick’ subjects 
that lend themselves to the sil- 


houette treatment and photograph 
t.em when the lighting is right, 
that is, all backlight and no light 
on the foreground, with outlines 
sufficiently well separated, as in 
the illustration here, to identify 
and separate the outlines of the 
photographed scene. Sometimes a 
“4 backlight can be used effectively 
to highlight portions of the fore- 
ground. 

To achieve the silhouette ef- 
fect, the photographer is of 
couse dependent on the lighting 
in each case. Hence, in photo- 
graphing such scenes as Falk’s, 
it will be necessary to check in 
advance when the sunlight will 
be behind the buildings, etc., and 
the foreground in deep shadow. 


Not only time of day, but the| 
season as well, are controlling fac- 
tors, since some desirable views 


can be photographed as silhouettes 
only during certain periods of the 
year, 

Falk used both press and 35mm 
cameras, Kodak Ortho Press film 


miniature. Moreover, he used a 
variety of lens focal lengths to 
“reach out” for distant subjects. 
To get unobstructed views of the 
wanted scenes, he looked for the 
necessary elevations by climbing to 
the higher floors of Manhattan's 
tall buildings. 
Taking the picture is only part 
of the silhouette treatment. The 
job has to be completed properly 
in the darkroom. The goal is maxi- 
mum contrast between just two 
values, jet black and paper-white. 
Unless you are trying for special 
effects, any medium tones will be 
an intrusion on the technique and 
tend to weaken the result. There- 
fore, all of Falk’s exposures were 
developed in the high-contrast de- 
veloper Kodak D-11, used without 
dilution. The selected negatives 
were then printed on the hardest- 
contrast paper available, namely, 
No. 5.

FORT EUSTIS, Va.—Brig. Gen. A. W. Lyon, commandant of the Army Transportation 
School, has established the first museum for military transportation at the Transporta- 
tion School.

Already drawing up floor plans 
for the new museum is Kenneth 
P. Klinger, project officer from 
the school’s Training Aids Division.

Contract and purchase awards last 
year at the arsenal amounted to 
$1,700,400.

Your products must be the 
same day after day, batch after 
batch. 

® Homemade goods for commer 
cial sale must be high grade every 
time. You can maintain high stand 
ards by keeping accurate recoids 
of cooking temperatures and cook 
ing time. 

® Don’t let your personal taste 
influence you. Judge the saleabil 
ity of your products by what peo 
ple actually buy. 

@ Design, or hire some one to 
design, an attractive label and 
package for your product. 

® Deliver the exact number of 
items ordered. Always deliver at 
the exact time specified. 


® Figure costs carefully before | : 


you begin. Be certain to include 
a fair figure for .your own time, 
part of the rent for your home, gas, 
electricity and water charges. 

@ Be sure you know, and abide 
by, all laws covering sanitary con 
ditions under which foods made at 
home may be sold in your state. 
@ Advertising is important.

Mrs. Cox, an engineering drafts- 
man, and Mrs. Byars, an engineer- 
ing designer, worked on the Juno 
II’s electrical system, an. intricate 
maze of wiring and cabling that 
serves as the missile’s nervous sys- 
tem. 

Mrs. Derryberry; an engineering 
designer, prepared drawings for 
support equipment for the missile, 
including vibration brackets used 
in testing components and t ele- 
metering equipment which trans- 
mits data from the rocket as it 
travels through space. 

In the Structures and Mechanics 
Laboratory, .engineering aides Mrs. 
Valeria G. Wells and Mrs. Lakie 
S. Mowell worked on dynamics and 
load analysis of the Juno II struc- 
ture, conducting studies of missile 
weights and stresses as they would 
occur during various stages of 
flight. Mathematician Miss Joan 
Kramer, and engineer Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Varnedoe also contributed to 
the probe project. Miss Kramer 
did. analysis work in connection 
with fluid mechanics, while Mrs. 
Varnedoe was concerned with 
evaluation of the missile’s engine 
system so as to determine the per- 
formance to be expected during 
launching and flight. She is fol- 
lowing up this work by evaluating 
the actual performance of the en- 
gine based on data received from 
Juno II. 

As part of the extensive test- 
ing for the experiment, the Sys- 
tems Analysis and Reliability 
Laboratory conducted a wide 
variety of tests on the modified 
Jupiter’s components to assure 
that each would function proper- 
ly during missile flight. Assist- 
ing with this were mathema- 
ticians Mrs. Ann B. Folsom and 
Miss Betty Jo Long, and statisti- 
cal clerk Mrs. Rachel H. Cook, 
all part of the Test Evaluation 
Unit of the Performance Test 
Branch.

Officers usually can deduct the 
entire amount of mess bills they 
pay while their ship is away from 
home port if the voyage is substan- 
tlally longer than an ordinary day’s 
work and their duties require them 
to get necessary sleep while away 
from home port. This also applies 
to officers assigned to air squad- 
rons while the squadron is away 
from home base. The deduction 
applies in both cases even though 
the officer receives a tax-free sub- 
sistence allowance. 

Military personnel may deduct 
all actual expenses of official 
travel, meals and lodging, etc. 
while away from permanent duty 
assignment overnight and travel- 
ing under orders on temporary 
duty and change of station to the 
extent your travel expenses exceed 
your allowances,

Radar Ship Will 
Track Atlantic 
Missile Flights

ly vigil in the South Atlantic. 

Equipped from stem to stern 
with the most advanced radar and 
other electronic and optical ap- 
paratus, the missile research ship 
is a veritable “floating laboratory” 
for tracking and checking the per- 
formance of experimental ballistic 
missiles during their trajectories. 

While the vessel’s expected itin- 
erary is not being announced in 
detail, it can be said that her voy-} 
age will be far off the regular sea 
lanes, and that the elaborate new} 
equipment aboard will provide the 
most precise data yet collected at 
sea to complement ground-station 
missile measurements at missile 
test range points. 

The project is sponsored by the 
Advanced Research Projects Agen- 
cy, Washington, D.C., and the 
Army Ordnance Missile Command, 
Huntsville, Ala.

MEDICAL EXPENSES are de- 
ductible only to the extent they ex- 
ceed three percent of your ad- 
justed gross income.

A person is considered disabled 
if he is unable to engage in any 
substantial gainful activity because 
of medically determinable ' phys- 
ical or mental impairment which 
can be expected to result in death 
or to be of long-continued and in- 
definite duration. The determina- 
tion of whether you are disabled is 
made as of the close of your tax 
year. However, if your wife or hus- 
band dies during such year the de- 
termination is made as of the date 
of death. 


If you are not considered dis- 
abled under these rules, your 
maximum deduction is the same 
as for persons under 65. 


The government gives a break to 
people who were sick for at least 
seven days or if they were hos- 
pitalized at least one day. The pay 
received during the time absent 
from work is excluded from income, 


When you are sick, you start 
counting time lost after the first 
seven consecutive days away fron 
the job. If you were injured dur. 
ing the year, you can exclude al! 
of the salary you received while 
you missed work because of the 
injury. 

But there’s a limit of $100 
week on this. Returns claiming a 
sick pay exclusion should be ac 
companied by a statement from 
your superior and from the medics 
or Form 2440.

LOSSES RESULTING from dam- 
age to your car to the extent not 
covered by insurance are deducti- 
ble.

SO HOW did it happen? How did 
the Air Force team—organized 
primarily to represent the Air

the world amateur tournament? 
Here’s how it was explained to 
Army Times from a variety of 
sources, including the Sports 
Division at Air Force Headquar- 
ters where a spokesman sadly but 
jokingly admitted that the staff 
was wearing “black armbands”: 
1. The 1958 National AAU cham- 
pionship team, the Peoria Cater- 
pillars, couldn’t make the trip be- 
cause of previous scheduled com- 
mitments.

UNFORTUNATELY, the poor 
play of the Air Force team—not 
only against Russia and Brazil but 
throughout the tournament—will 
reflect upon service athletics, gen- 
erally.
